The Planning Committee in the Town School District came 
into existence in September, 1951, when it was realized by 
many of the parents and the Town School Board, that our town 
school system would have to change. 

The School Directors appointed eight people from differ- 
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ent sections of the Town to work with them as a Planning 
Committee for the purpose of studying the situation. 

The committee has consulted with Mr. Batchelder, State 
Commissioner of Finance. We have met with three architects 
and seen sketches and plans of the schools being erected in 
other towns. We have obtained ideas on the type of building 
and kind of construction which would meet our needs and be 
within our means. We have visited several buildings under 
construction, and some just completed. In doing this, we could 
see the actual work of the different architects and contractors. 

After considering the present and future increase in en- 
rollment, the below standard conditions of our present schools, 
and the impossibility of getting good teacher replacements for 
this type of school, the Committee recommends the construc- 
tion of a central school. 

There is evidence that the Village is interested in our 
building program and there is some possibility that the Vil- 
lage might come in with us. We understand they have a com- 
mittee studying the problem. 

The Town Planning Committee feel that we should wait 
a reasonable length of time for the decision of the Village. But 
regardless of their decision, the Town should build and the sit- 
uation becomes more acute every year.

Town of Milton, Vermont. 
lsady and. Gentlemen: 


Herewith is my annual report on the conditions of your 
schools and my recommendations for changes and improve- 


ments. 


The one greatest problem is that created by the increasing 
of the school population. During the school year 1944-1945 
there were 95 pupils in the schools, this year there are 20/7. 
A survey shows there are at least 33 to start school next Sep- 
tember and only about 8 to graduate this June. In other words, 
we can expect a further increase of some 25 pupils. The school 
population of Milton Town is centered in the Plains-Checker- 
berry area and these pupils can not be accommodated in the 
two available schools. Hence the necessity for transporting 
pupils to less populated areas. This has been done for two 
years and for next year a different plan should be devised be- 
cause there will be only enough room for grades 7 and 8 at 
Towne’s Corners. I believe by careful planning we may be 
able to operate with eight schools but provision should be made 
in the budget for opening Sopertown school if it becomes 
necessary. I believe pupils should be assigned and transported 
to schools according to a plan which would not only relieve 
overcrowding but at the same time make it possible to have 
better teaching. A teacher with 35 pupils in two grades can 
do a much better job than one with 40 in five grades or 30 in 
six grades or 20 in all eight grades. Your enrollment as of the 
fall term 1951 is as follows:

For the school year 1950-1951 the average daily attendance 
of pupils in the schools was 168.89; the total number enrolled 
was 201; and the per pupil cost based on the average daily at- 
tendance was $160. The high school average daily attendance 
was 34.3; a total of 39 pupils was enrolled in the high school; 
and the per pupil cost based on the average daily attendance 


was $146.50. These costs will show an increase for the year 
1951-1952. 


I am pleased with the preliminary work of the committee 
which has been studying the possibility of a consolidated school 
for Milton Town. I sincerely hope the voters will look with 
favor on the report of the committee. Results thus far show 
that a central school might provide an answer to many of our 
school inadequacies. Meanwhile we must continue to house 
and educate the pupils the best way we can. 


Though many repairs have been made, I believe more needs 
to be done to make the buildings modernly comfortable. A 
child always reacts to his surroundings and a clean, comforta- 
ble well-equipped classroom is the beginning of a good educa- 
tion. More has been spent each year for books and supplies 
but this expenditure has been mostly to take care of increased 
enrollments. Reference books and books other than textbooks 
are needed in each school; equipment continues to wear out 
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and desks, maps, globes, etc. are needed. The budget should 
be materially increased to take care of these needs. To obtain 
better teaching, better teaching aids of all kinds are needed. 


Your teachers are showing reasonably good results. I be- 
lieve each would do better under better teaching conditions; 
i.e. less grades to teach even though this might not mean less 
pupils, etc. All teachers, except one, have full professional 
certificates. I believe there should be a higher salary scale 
so that in making necessary replacements, the better teachers 
can be obtained. The competition for elementary and especially 
rural teachers is very keen and the community which offers 
the better salaries and working conditions is the one which will 
attract the better teachers. Again I repeat, Milton is fortunate 
in having available local teachers who have been willing to 
accept somewhat lower salaries than they could obtain were 
they to go out of town. 


School costs, along with everything else, continue to in- 
crease. Added to the normal increase is the increase caused 
by the increasing enrollment. In 1940-1941 you operated 9 
schools with 143 pupils with a tax rate of $2.00; in 1950-1951 
you operated 8 schools with 200 pupils and a tax rate of $1.75. 
Many factors enter this picture but a careful analysis shows 
that the local tax contribution to education is not comparatively 
as great in 1950-51 as it was ten years ago. Of course, for 
the present year the local effort is greater but still does not 
keep pace with increased state aid etc. I believe voters want 
improved schools and are willing to pay for them. 

Milton’s problem of increased enollments and costs is 
common to most school systems today. The adequate solution 
of these problems means the difference between a minimum 
education and a better education. I thank the teachers and 
the directors for their continued cooperation.

This is our sixteenth annual report to the citizens of the 
Town of Milton, on State payments in your municipality of 
various types of assistance and welfare during 1951. 


The total number of recipients in the State has declined, 
but expenditures are larger by reason of increases in the legal 
monthly maximums authorized by the 1951 Legislature. Funds 
for the support of these programs were derived from the 
Federal Government 57.5%, State Government 37.6% and 
Town or City 49%. Total administrative expenses for the 
four types of Public Assistance were 4.2% and for all programs 
and services 6.5%, giving Vermont top ranking in the nation 
for low cost. In Vermont one in six persons over sixty-five 
receive Old Age Assistanace and one in fifty children under 
the age of eighteen receive Aid to Dependent Children. 


None of the assistance programs are pensions. They are 
paid on the basis of need and in accordance with policies and 
procedures established under the law. Children and parents, 
in proportion to their ability, have legal as well as moral ob- 
ligations under the Statutes.

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REPORT OF TRUSTEES OF MILTON PUBLIC LIBRARY 


January 1952 


In reviewing the records of service of the past year to this 
Town. through the Milton Public Library, we find a circula- 
tion list of 3,052 books. Of these, 1,531 were Fiction; 190 
Non-Fiction, and 1,331 Junior books. The latter figure shows 
further increase in use of the Library by the youth of our 
community. The decrease in adult books loaned may, in part, 
be due to the late-in-the-year purchase of some of the new 
books, and entered for circulation too near the holidays to be 
advantageous for the reading public. 


New books have been added to the Library by purchase 
with the Town apportionment monies, and we had a generous 
gift of books, including many boy’s books from Mrs. Isham 
this year. The Regional Book Wagon came six times to leave 
reading material which was very helpful for our patrons use 
between our infrequent buying trips. 


We wish to call the attention of our townspeople to the 
many good Non-Fiction books on our shelves by popular au- 
thors, on timely subjects, as well as travel and adventure. 
Readers of these are all too few at present. 

The efforts of our Librarian, Mrs. Doris K. Miller are ap- 
preciated by us, and we thank all who have taken advantage 
of the Library facilities in these busy days, and we are grateful 
to Mr. Powell for the “extra” duties he has performed to our 
interest.

IN MEMORIAM 


Edwin S$: Sibley = 


Born in Milton Aug. 22,1881 Died in Milton Nov. 19, 1952 _ 


“It is with sadness that we state the last of above statistics. 
Mr. Sibley had long served his town as a town official in var- - 
ious capacities :—Selectman, Auditor, Justice of the Peace and 
Representative to the General Assembly to name some of them. 
He did not confine his activities to his town. He served as As- 
sistant Judge for this county and was very prominent in agri- 
cultural activities. All of the duties in such offices were carried 
out with honesty, integrity, and devotion. 


He married a Milton girl—Mary Kinney—and they lived on 
the Francis Kinney farm many happy years.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


We report as follows: In asking for $1.50 General Fund tax 
last year, we stated that that was not enough to meet our 
budget, but that we would try and cut expenses enough to bal- 
ance out. Of course, last year’s report was for only eleven 
months as we had previously closed our books February 1 in- 
stead of January 1. Other reasons for exceeding budget are 
as follows: 
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Poor expense was greater than expected. 

We traded one truck and paid for same. 

Our repair bills on trucks and machinery were high. 

We had to buy Bessette house or make other arrangements 
more costly. 

When state funds for roads were offered us on even or two 
for one basis we thought it good business to take advantage of 
it. This shows up in transfers to road funds. 

Our snow removal cost was larger than usual. 

_Chloride and salt are two expensive items but the chloride 
saves dust and road material blowing away. Salt is necessary 
for efficient sanding. 

At last audit with about same cash on hand, we were owing 
$10,000.00 of which we hoped to pay one half. It is now 
$15,000.00 and we have budgeted $7,500.00 to pay same in two 
years.

REPORT OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS 


In 1951 the enrollment of the Town Schools was 207. After 
census was taken early in the following summer an expected 
enrollment for 1952 was anticipated at 220. This would have 
necessitated opening Sopertown School or making some other 
arrangements, which required considerable repair work, new 
seats, equipment and another teacher. During the latter part 
of the summer and fall the changing of residence brought the 
enrollment down to 165 by Jan. 1, 1953. 


‘Because of the large number of school children leaving the 
town school district, we were able to pay for one new school 
bus costing about $5,000.00 and add over $6,000.00 to our cash 
on hand the first of January 1953. Making a total cash on hand 
of $12,998.37 the beginning of this year. This is sufficient money 
to carry us through the school year ending in June without 
borrowing which we are supposed to do according to State 
Regulations.

Herewith is my annual report of the Milton Town Schools. 


School enrollments as estimated held for two years but 
have not materialized for the present year. The larger num- 
bers of the past two years were somewhat smaller—192 as of 
September 1952 and have further decreased until the present 
enrollment is as follows:

A check reveals that the drop has been caused by the mov- 
ing of about five families and these from areas which are not 
overcrowded. The chief problem still lies in the Plains-Check- 
erberry area. 


Of necessity, this letter must be submitted before the re- 
sults of the Special School District Meeting are known. What- 
ever the results of this vote and in spite of the fact that enroll- 
ment has decreased, at least for the present, I believe every 
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effort should be made to further the plans begun, that is to 
provide a central elementary school for the Milton Town pupils 
to attend; either provide it as a separate school district or as a 
combined district with the Milton Graded School District, Inc. 


If there is no furtherance of plans for a centralized school, 
the work on school buildings which was begun three years ago 
and then discontinued during the past year until results of the 
Planning Committee study could be obtained will have to be 
resumed, both as to repairs and as to replacement of worn out 
equipment etc. in order to make each building conform to mod- 
ern standards for school buildings. Figures released for the 
state show a steady drop in the number of one-room rural 
schools—from 525 in the school year 1947-1948 to 388 in the 
Scitoo! year 1951-1952. There was a decrease of 50° from 1951 
to 1952 and there has been a further decrease this vear but the 
figure is not available at present. The combination of circum- 
stances which has been and is causing this decrease continues 
and the fact of the steady decrease serves to further the belief 
that better educational results are being obtained in the larger 
school units. 


Your average daily attendance for the school year was 168.2 
with an enrollment of 212 different pupils. There were 35 pupils 
enrolled at Milton High School. Your per pupil cost was 
$139.82. The average per pupil cost for the elementary pupils 
of the state was $181.50. These costs are based on average 
unless the kind of educational program is known. Without this 
daily attendance. Of course, mere figures of costs mean little 
knowledge one can not be sure what the figure truly repre- 
sents. Your per pupil cost of transportation, $46.90, shows a 
substantial decrease and compares very favorably with the 
state average of $52.58. Decreased transportation costs have 
proven the wisdom of transporting by School District owned 
busses. 


Several items of proposed legislation, if possed, will have 
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an effect on school planning for Milton Town. The new min- 
imum teacher salary law will affect some of our salaries and 
will especially be noted when teachers are hired who are not 
local residents to fill vacancies which may occur. Any educa- 
tionally minded thinking citizen will support legislation which 
will provide a salary for a teacher which is at least somewhere 
near that paid to a laborer. If the teaching profession is not 
made more attractive financially we can look forward to an 
ever-increasing and continuing shortage of good teachers... in 
fact of any kind of teacher; proposed changes in State Aid to 
schools would bring more state money to the School District; 
and if the School Building Construction Aid should materialize 
it would definitely be of help to Milton if it continues to plan 
for a centralized school. 


I am sure we all wish for the same thing . . . the best edu- 
cation we can have for our children ... but wishing will not 
make it so. Those who are making plans for the improvement 
of education in Milton Town will some day present those plans 
to the voters for their consideration and I am sure that at that 
time we shall have the cooperation of every citizen so that we 
may be able to provide the best kind of educational opportunity. 


I thank the teachers and the members of the School Board 
for their cooperation during the past year.

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YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Since July 1, 1951, the Vermont Department of Health has 
been offering a limited Public Health Nursing service to all the 
towns in the State. This service has been financed entirely by 
State and Federal tax funds. No town contributions were re- 
quired. 


This means that Milton and the other 87 towns which were 
included under the type of Public Health Nursing program for- 
merly carried on by Vermont Department of Health have re- 
ceived less service but all of the towns in the state have had 
an opportunity to have some public health nursing service. 
Under the new program it has been for local citizens and school 
personnel to take the initiative for developing their own health 
programs with the advice and assistance of the Public Health 
Nurse. 


In addition to assisting with the health program for pre- 
school and school children the public health nurse, under the 
supervision of the family physician, may give assistance to 
persons reported with tuberculosis and veneral diseases since 
the control of these diseases is delegated by law to the Health 
Department. 


Following is the report of Miss Valencia Connolly, Public 
Health Nurse for Milton for the period from January 1, 1952 
through December 31, 1952. 


90 visits were made to new mothers and babies 
142 visits to preschool children for health supervision 
41 follow-up school visits were made to the homes. 
18 home visits for general family health supervision 


43 visits were made in the nursing control of communi- 
cable diseases. 
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Three infant and preschool medical conferences were held 
at the Clark Memorial. 90 children were examined by the at- 
tending physician. 


38 children were vaccinated against smallpox; 7 re-vac- 
cinated 


43 children received triple antigen against diphtheria, teta- 
nus and whooping cough; 29 received boosters 


5 children who had already had whooping cough were 
given diphtheria-tetanus toxoid; 11 received boost- 
ers 


93 school children in grades 1 and 3 were examined and 
given protective immunization as needed. Immuni- 
zation was also available for the children in the 2nd 
and 4th grades 


9 were vaccinated; 35 were re-vaccinated as is advised 
every 5 years 


18 were given diphtheria-tetanus toxoid; 40 received 


booster doses. 


Chest clinics, held in St. Albans and Burlington were open 
without charge to persons referred by physicians as being in 
need of chest X-rays, either because of their physical condition 
or because they have been in contact with known cases of 
tuberculosis. 


Miss Connolly is also available to assist with plans for 
Civilian Defense but thus far has not been called upon to do so.

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VILLAGE FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


During the year of 1952 the village fire department an- 
swered 33 calls, 15 calls within the village limits and 18 calls 
outside. For the past several years our calls outside of village 
limits have exceeded calls within village. 

While some of our old worn out hose must be replaced dur- 
ing the coming year at a considerable expense to the village, 
we did not purchase any new hose during 1952. 

However, our truck pumper being 15 years old, it was 
necessary for the village to go to the expense of $169.65 to 
have the pumper completely overhauled and worn out parts 
replaced. This work was accomplished by the mechanical de- 
partment of the Burlington Fire Department and the pumper 
is now in perfect condition and will be for several years to 
come. 

Now is a good time to check all of your fire extinguishers 
of all kinds and make, and if found not to be in perfect con- 
dition, immediately bring them to the fire department and we 
will arrange to have them recharged at cost to the department. 

We can recharge soda and acid and foamite extinguishers 
here at the station. All other recharges must be sent to the 
Burlington Fire Department. 

Anyone wishing to purchase one or more so-called Indian 
Fire Fighters can do this by contacting the fire department, 
they can be had at cost. 

These Indian Fire Fighters are wonderful protection 
against grass and brush fires as you know they are carried on 
your back and use only clear water.

It appears to the Selectmen that due to lower cattle prices 
and therefore a lower appraisal on them our Grand List will 
drop to $21,000, or below as there is no corresponding increase 
in real estate appraisals. We can find no fault in the above 
budget unless it be in roads and with school buses traveling all 
roads in town that would be a poor place to economize. | 

A $21,000. Grand List with a tax of $1.70 with discount and 
collection subtracted would produce $33,915.00 or $710. short 
of above budget. We should call to your attention that we can 
see no way of decreasing poor account. This year we had sales 
of Demar and Ellis property to reduce it. Before that deduc- 
tion, the cost was about even, $10,000. Until the law is changed 
the indications are that hospital bills will not decrease. Pay- 
ments to Dept. of Public Welfare increase annually as do all 
other payments for poor relief. 

Another item we wish to call to your attention is that due 
to freedom from snow removal for much of winter of 1953 and 
small snow expense in fall of 1953 we were able to pay $2,000.00 
on debt in addition to the $5000. raised by deficiency tax. Snow 
costs usually run annually about $3,000.00 above amount re- 
ceived from the state. If you wish snow removed, salt in your 
sand, dust laid and new roads built to take advantage of state 
funds you should vote tax of $1.70 and we so recommend. With 
regard to salt which usually runs about $1,000. annually, would 
say you cannot stockpile sand without it.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER 
MILTON, VERMONT * 


The Town experienced a mild epidemic of German Measles, 
a more severe epidemic of Chicken Pox, 48 cases reported, and 
toward the end of the year a new epidemic of Whooping 
Cough, 40 cases reported. 


For several years we have had Public Health Clinics for 
vaccination of children against Smallpox and. inoculation 
against Whooping Cough and Diphtheria. We see no more 
cases of Diphtheria, and Whooping Cough has been altered 
in its symptons that most cases appear hard to diagnose. We 
do not see the complication of Broncho Pneunonis that killed 
so many little folks afflicted with Whooping Cough. I think 
that is a great step forward and a great inducement to keep 
up the Clinics and parents should attend with their Children. 
The primary schools have not changed too much but are kept 
clean and the teachers are taking a lot of interest in the wel- 
fare of the students by keeping an eye on the out-break of 
any sickness or unhygienic disturbance. It is hoped that the 
‘new school will be ready soon. 


In this section of the state of Vermont an unusual drought 
this past summer and fall necessitated the pumping in from 
Arrowhead Lake. A chlorinator was installed and the water 
supply of the village is fully chlorinated to prevent con- 
tamination. Again water is adequate and safe.

This is our eighteenth annual report to the citizens of the 
Town of Milton on State payments in your municipality of 
various types of assistance and welfare during 1953. 


The total number of recipients in the State has remained 
stable for three years but expenditures are larger by reason 
of increases in payments authorized by the Legislature and in- 
creases in cost of services, including rent. Funds for the sup- 
port of these programs were derived from the Federal and 
State Governments. The towns and cities participated finan- 
cially in two of the programs as indicated below. Administra- 
tive expenses for the four types of Public Assistance were 
about 4.4 percent, the lowest in the North Atlantic States and 
among the lowest in the nation.

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REPORT OF YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Following is the report of Miss Valencia Connolly, Public 
Health Nurse for Milton, for the period from January 1, 1953 
through December 31, 1953: 


66 visits were made to new mothers and babies 


84 visits were made to the homes of children and adults for 
general health supervision 


30. follow-up visits were made to school children 


20 visits were made for the nursing control of communicable 
diseases 


Three Medical Conferences for Infants and Preschool Chil- 
dren were held in April at Clark Memorial and the Plains 
Schools, and 101 children were examined by Dr. Maurice 
Villemaire and Dr. Wilton Covey. 


59 children were vaccinated against Smallpox; 8 were re- 
vaccinated 


38 children were given three doses of Triple Antigen against 
Diphtheria, Tetanus and Whooping Cough 


26 children received Boosters 


5 children who had had Whooping Cough were given two 
doses of Diphtheria-Tetanus Toxoid 


27 children received Boosters 


The 4-H girls at the Plains helped in contacting the par- 
ents and assisted at the Medical Conferences. 


77 School children in grades one and three, and pupils in 
other grades in need of a health check-up were examined by 
local physicians. Immunization was also extended to the child- 
ren in the first four grades.

children were vaccinated against Smallpox 


12 children were re-vaccinated as is recommended every 5 
years 


11 children were given two doses of Diphtheria-Tetanus Toxoid 


27 children received Boosters 


The majority of the children in the town of Milton have 
had their immunization against Diphtheria, Tetanus, Whoop- 
ing Cough and Smallpox. Parents have shown interest and 
cooperation in taking the responsibility of seeing that their 
children have been protected against these communicable dis- 
eases early in life and have had Boosters as needed to main- 
tain immunity. 


As is true for all growing children, there is a need for 
some form of Cod Liver Oil. Capsules for all the children in 
the family, sponsored by the Health Council, may be obtained 
for a nominal sum by contacting Mrs. Reid Brigham. 


Chest Clinics held twice each month in St. Albans were 
open to persons referred by physicians as being in need of a 
chest X-ray, either because of their physical condition or be- 
cause they have been in.contact with a known case of Tuber- 
culosis. 


Although bedside nursing service is on a demonstration 
basis, the Public Health Nurse may visit the home to teach 
some member of the family to carry out the doctor’s orders in 
time of illness. A card addressed to Box 710, St. Albans will 
reach your Public Health Nurse.

In presenting our Annual report, the Trustees feel justified 
in saying that the year 1953 has been a very successful one. 
Our Librarian, Mrs. Doris Miller, reports a circulation of ap- 
proximately 3,141 books, classified as follows: fiction, 1,587; 
non-fiction, 203; Juniors 1351. We are glad to note the increase 
in the number of junior books loaned, showing increased in- 
terest. Many books selected from the works of outstanding 
Authors of Children’s Literature have been placed in the Li- 
brary, and the children are making good use of them. 


Approximately 85 new books have been purchased this 
year.

The Teachers and Pupils of 
the Schools have been liberal patrons of the Library and their 
interest and cooperation has been most helpful. 


Gifts to the library have been received as follows: Books 
from, Mrs. Carrie Baker, Mrs. Jessie Wood, John Campbell, 
Roger Rugg, and also the book “Bill Wills and Company,” from 
Mrs. Wills. Magazines from, Mr. and Mrs. Clifford Howe, 
and a subscription to “Wee Wisdom” from Dr. Kellien of Lee’s 
Summit, N. J. Copies of this magazine will be kept at the 
Library and used by the Children there. Pictures, two old 
pictures of Vermont, by Mr. J. L. Wheeler of Benson, and a 
picture of William Reynolds, a Civil War Soldier, by Mrs. 
Charlotte Fuller. These gifts are much appreciated by the 
Trustees and Librarian. 
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In addition to the above, many helpful pamphlets have been 
sent the Library by Authors and Publishers. We list a few of 
these titles: Autobiography of An American Enterprise,—Du- 
pont; Connecticut Yankee, an Autobiography of Wilbur L. 
Cross; Memoirs of Herbert Hoover; Ford, at 50; Steel Making 
in America. Other helpful booklets received at the Library 
are: Steelways; Specialty Salesman; Harvester World; Trac- 
tor Farming; The Story of Farm Chemicals; Food Marketing;

To December 31, 1953 


The Fire Department responded to 42 calls up to and in- 
cluding December 31, 1953. 27 calls were from outside of Vil- 
lage Limits. 15 calls within the Village. 


We had three calls for the Inhalator during the year and 
no doubt saved lives. 


Our fire fighting equipment is in very good condition. It 
is always necessary to replace worn out and used equipment 
during the year. 


We purchased five hundred feet of new hose to replace 
some of our worn-out hose that was fifteen or more years old. 


As our large pumper truck was overloaded with extra 
equipment we had the opportunity to purchase a used Chevrolet 
pick-up truck that was in fair condition. With some overhaul- 
ing and painting it gave us a badly needed extra truck to take 
care of our extra hose, ladder, suction hose, portable pumper, 
gas masks, inhalator, chimney cleaner, fusees, etc. 


This pick-up has proven a good investment at least three 
times since it was added to our equipment. é 


Now a few words of warning are in order. First of all be- 
fore attempting to tackle a fire call the Fire Department 4171. 


If you should have the blaze out when they arrive (FINE). 
But if you haven’t whipped the blaze, then the firemen are 
there.

With nearly 300,000 dwelling fires a year in the U.S.A., 
all safeguards merit thoughts. Thousands of these fires could 


be stopped when they start wit ‘a 
CO2, hand pump carbon tetrachloride base, or vaporizing liquid. 


According to the Department of Public Safety Report 
of July 1, 1953, farm buildings and contents loss in the State of 
Vermont amounted to $568,525 and the total loss of all descrip- 
tion was the staggering amount of $2,487,854. Please help us 
to reduce these figures. 


Apparently many residents do not know the fire alarm call, 
which causes much delay in calling the Department. 


Please print on the very front cover of your Telephone 
Directory in large figures (MILTON FIRE DEPARTMENT 
4171). This will save you time and possibly your property.
